MAD MANITOBANS.

The Prime Minister as Itebellions as
the Most Discontented,

Wisxirea, April 17.—Prime Minister
Norgway oc neluded his budget speech to
the legislature to-day. He declared the
determination of his government to sub-
mit no loger to the unjust diserimination
of the federal authorities against Manito-
ba. He joined issue with the opposition
and believed undivided action by the leg-
islature will force justice from the Do-
minion government.
